Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: It was argued that the prior art cited does not teach a word 
separation means for receiving sentence speech information, the sentence speech information corresponding to 
speech produced successively by the learner when the learner utters the model sentence including a plurality of words 
to separate said sentence speech information into word speech information into word speech information on the basis 
of each word included in said sentence using said model phoneme array information.
